Sedalia m em bers of the A. O. U. 
\V. read with interest an article in 
y esterday ’s D eaMOCRa t , to the effect 
that Judge W ood had issued a p e r­ 
emp tory writ restraining the grand 
lodge of the A. O. U. W. from ex 
p elling a St. 
Louis saloon keep er 
nam ed Schem p p from the o rd er be 
cause of the fact that he was e n ­ 
gaged in the liquor traffic. 
In referring to the case, W m. K. 
Bohn, grand recorder of the A 
() 
U. W. y esterday said to a St. Louis 
Chronicle rep orter: 
“ We will ap p eal the case against 
S chrem p p to the sup reme court. He 
was ex p elled because he went into 
the saloon business when the rules 
of 
the 
order 
forbade 
it. 
O a r 
grounds of ap p eal are that the law 
sustains our actions. 
S a lo o n k ee p ­ 
ers are hazardous risks, not e sp e c ­ 
ially because they drink, 
but be ­ 
cause they are m constant danger 
from the brawls of those who do 
drink. 


“ If a m an p ay s in this order, he 
is like one who p .iy s in fire in sur­ 
ance— he is p rotected from m onth 
to m onth only . 
His failure to p ay 
withdraws that p rotection. 
We are 
not 
a 
m oney -m aking 
institut'on, 
and as all the m em bers help to 
m ake the laws, 
they should not 
com p lain about their enforcem ent. 
E ach m em ber obligates himself to 
abide by the laws then in force and 
those thereafter to be enacte« !. 
“ O ur action 
against Schrem p p 
was not merely because he was a 
saloonkeep er, for we 
hav e many 
saloonkeep ers who are adm ired and 
resp ected. 
All of these will remain, 
too. 
O ur rules are not retroactiv e. 
But S chrem p p knew the law, and 
he knew the result of v iolating it.” 
Pat Carraody , the leader of the 
Saloonkeep ers association, said: 
“ I think it a v ery just decision. 
W hat right 
hav e 
p eop le to take 
m oney from a man for six teen y ears 
and th e n kick him out because he 
hap p ens to enter the saloon busi­ 
ness. 
T here are disrep utable men 
in our line, just as there are dis 
rep utable men in other lines. 
“ T he main p oint m ade by the A. 
O. U. W., that S chrem p p swore to 
stand by all laws enacted and there­ 
after to be enacted is a good one, 
p rov iding S chrem p p agreed to the

“ I must have been a tnousand 
feet from the earth when I recovered 
consciousness. 
Y ou see, the sudden 
jerk took my breath away and the 
ascent was so rapid that I was high 
in air before I realized what had 
happened.
